To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Stone  Urban  District  Council* 

Madam  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

As  instructed  "by  the  Minister  of  Health,  I  have  the  honour  to  present  to 
you  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1962. 

The  following  are  some  of  the  facts  embodied  in  the  Report* 

The  population  of  the  area  has  increased  from  8,84-0  to  9>290,  which  is  an 
increase  of  490  (i960  =  8,840) * 

The  total  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  totals  128,  v/hich  ia.  11.  less 
than  the  figures  for  1961  (1.39)  (i960  =  119). 

The  number  of  live  births  in  the  area  for  1962  amounted  to  168,  v/hich  is 
an  increase  of  62  on  the  1961  figure  (i960  =  149). 

The  number  of  children  under  one  year  of  age  who  died  during  the  year  was 

1  (1961  =  1  ,  I960  =  4). 

Only  one  person  died  during  the  year  from  malignant  neoplasm  of  the  lung 
and  bronchus  (figure  for  this  in  1 961  was  9  and  in  i960  was  4)* 

Deaths  from  coronary  disease  and  angina  still  show  a  steady  increase.  This 
year  the  figure  totalled  21.  (14  in  1961,  17  in  i960). 

No  deaths  were  recorded  as  being  due  to  motor  accidents  for  the  year  (3  in 
1961,  1  in  I960). 

That  there  were  no  cases  of  food  poisoning  during  the  year  shows  that  a 
satisfactory  standard  of  food  handling  and  distribution  has  been  maintained 
(1961  =  nil,  I960  =  nil,  1999  =  6). 

Slum  clearance  w^s  temporarily  slowed  doim  during  the  year  awaiting  the 
prevision  of  alternative  accommodation.  The  Improvement  Grant  scheme  still  only 
attracts  owner-occupiers  of  dwelling  houses  for  the  most  part.  With  the  expansion 
of  the  town  and  the  building  of  new  housing  estates,  there  has  been  a  marked 
increase  in  the  number  of  owner- occupiers  and  the  standard  of  such  housing  tends 
to  be  very  good. 

The  number  of  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  continues  to  fall  due  to  the 
virtual  elimination  of  tuberculosis  in  milk  and  meat  supplies.  Only  18  pecple 
remained  on  the  register  at  the  end  of  1962  and  many  of  these  cases  are  not  now 
of  a  serious  nature,  i.e.  people  who  are  receiving  follow  up  medical  checks  only. 

I  wish  to  thank  all  the  members  of  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  and 
the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee,  the  Clerk  of  the  Council 
and  the  Health  Visitor  for  their  co-operation  and  help  during  the  year.

During  1962  there  were  1 61  rainless  days. 

Increasing  flows  of  sewage  received  at  the  We stb ridge  Park  Pumping 
Station,  due  to  extensive  housing  development  at  Walton  and  extensions  to 
some  factories,  have  caused  overloading  at  both  the  Pumping  Station  and 
Pi rehill  Sewage  Works. 


Investigations  as  to  the  future  requirements  of  the  Pumping  Station 
and  Pirehill  Works  have  been  carried  out  and  the  recommendations  of  the 
Consulting  Engineers  are  awaited. 

2.  Drainage. 

The  detailed  supervision  of  all  drainage  works  has  been  continued  in 
connection  with  repairs  and  improvements  to  existing  systems  and  also  of 
new  work. 

3*  Pail  Closets  and  Septic  Tanks. 

There  are  now  9  houses  with  pail  closets  and  30  houses  with  septic 
tanks  in  the  area.  The  pail  closet  emptying  service  was  maintained. 

4.  Water  Supply. 

The  Staffordshire  Potteries  Water  Board  provide  the  water  supply  for 
the  town.  The  excellent  bacteriological  quality  has  been  maintained 
during  the  year.  71  samples  taken  by  the  Board  were  satisfactory  in  all 
respects* 

27  samples  were  taken  for  chemical  analysis. 

7  visits  v/ere  made  to  premises  in  connection  with  water  supply. 
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Water  Supply  ( Continued)  , 

New  supplies  during  1962  -  200  private  dwellings  were  connected  to 
the  mains. 

During  the  year  a  number  of  conplaints  of  discoloration  and 
unpleasant  taste  of  the  supply  were  received  and  referred  to  the 
Staffordshire  Potteries  V/ater  Board,  The  Board's  Engineer  states  that 
the  causes  will  be  resolved  when  the  new  main  connecting  the  Swynnerton 
supply  v/ith  Stone  is  brought  into  use.  There  was  some  slight  improvement 
towards  the  end  of  the  year, 

5o  Refuse  Collection-: 


Regular  weekly  collections  of  domestic  refuse  has  been  maintained 
and  in  April,  1962  the  Council  took  delivery  of  a  Dennis  Paxit  18/24  cu0 
yd,  compression  type  vehicle  to  replace  the  older  Karrier  side  loader* 
The  advantages  of  the  larger  compacting  vehicle  we  re  soon  apparent, 
although  increased  running  time  to  new  housing  estates  and  more  distant 
tipping  areas  continued  to  strain  the  efficiency  of  the  service, 
especially  in  bad  weather. 

Although  negotiations  for  two  large  areas  at  the  former  R.O.F.  site 
at  Swynnerton  for  tipping  continued  throughout  the  year,  the  Council  was 
obliged  to  continue  to  rely  on  the  filling  of  small  pits  in  the  area. 
This  system  is  uneconomical,  although  controlled  tipping  and  covering  of 
such  pits  with  top  soil  on  completion  does  provide  additional  land  for 
agricultural  use.. 

During  the  year  the  pits  at  Cold  Norton  Farm  were  filled  and  handed 
back  for  agricultural  use  in  September  and  tipping  in  various  pits  at 
Little  Stoke,  in  the  Stone  Rural  District  area,  commenced  immediately 
afterwards. 


The  absence  of  an  adequate  long  term  tipping  area  still  causes 
considerable  concern  and  it  is  hoped  that  negotiations  for  the  Swynnerton 
sites  will  soon  be  satisfactorily  resolved* 


Sal  age. 

The  collection  and  disposal  of  waste  paper,  containers  and  rags  has 
been  maintained.  Scrap  iron  and  other  metals  are  separated  and  salvaged 
but  metal  containers  (cans)  are  not  recovered.

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9.  Overcrowding  and  Rehousing. 

All  occupants  of  houses  in  the  five  year  slum  clearance  programme 
1956  ~  I960  had  already  "been  rehoused  prior  to  I960.  One  Council  tenant 
was  rehoused  in  a  larger  house  to  relieve  overcrowding.  24  Council 
housing  units  become  vacant  during  the  year  and  these  were  re-allocated 
mainly  under  the  points  system^ 

Houses  placed  in  the  second  year  of  the  15  year  programme  - 
1  961 -1  975  were  dealt  with  during  the  year  but  await  rehousing. 

1C*  Moveable  Dwellings. 

The  area  of  land  formally  used  without  consent  for  the  parking  of 
caravans  was  closed  in  April  after  action  taken  by  the  County  Council. 

Private  canal  cruising  boats  are  hired  out  for  holiday  travel  by 
a  Stone  Company*  A  number  of  pleasure  craft  now  use  the  IFrent  and 
Mersey  Canal  during  the  summer. 

1 1 .  Dirty  and  Verminous  Premises. 

Visits  were  made  to  4  dirty  houses  and  the  necessary  instructions 
and  ad -vice  given  to  secure  their  cleansing.

One  treatment  was  carried  out  to  the  sewer  system  of  the  town.

Continued  co-operation  by  local  firms  has  taken  place  during  the 
year.  At  one  factory  the  conversion  of  coal  fired  to  gas  fired  kilns 
has  continued  and  it  is  expected  that  the  change  over  will  be 
completed  by  June,  1963*  Solid  fuel  has  not  been  used  in  the  kilns 
since  October,  1962. 

The  increase  in  number  of  householders  having  smokeless  central 
heating  systems  installed  or  the  provision  of  gas  or  electric  fires 
has  continued,  but  mainly  on  the  new  estates  being  built  in  the 
district e 

16.  Shops  Act, 

Regular  visits  to  shops  in  the  area  have  been  maintained. 

Inspections  of  all  shops  in  respect  of  health  and  comfort 
provisions  were  made,  A  separate  Shops  Act  Report  has  been  submitted 
to  the  Council. 

1 7 •  Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food  Premises. 

Meat  Inspection. 

Regular  meat  inspection  has  been  maintained  in  the  three  licensed 
slaughterhouses.  AH  animals  are  inspected  as  soon  as  possible  after 
slaughter. 

The  meat  produced  from  the  slaughterhouses  is  retailed  in  three 
private  butchers’  shops  situated  within  the  Urban  area.  Some  meat  is 
also  supplied  to  the  adjoining  Rural  District  area. 

The  six  remaining  butchers'  shops  receive  their  meat  supplies 
from  outside  the  district. 

The  Council's  Slaughterhouse  Report  was  approved  by  the  Minister 
of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  in  December,  I960,  and  the  three 
licensed  slaughterhouses  are  being  brought  up  to  standard.

Tuberculosis. 

Only  53  lbs.  of  offal  was  found  to  be  infected  with  tuberculosis. 

The  marked  decrease  in  the  amount  of  meat  and  offals  affected  with 
tuberculosis  has  continued  during  the  year.  In  the  case  of  cattle  the 
reduction  since  1959  has  been  from  5.1%  to  0.2%  and  in  the  case  of  pigs 
from  2,1%  to  0.6%. 

All  condemned  meat  and  offals  surrendered  from  the  three 
slaughterhouses  have  been  removed  for  disposal  in  accordance  with  the 
Meat  (Staining  and  Sterilization)  Regulations,  I960. 
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Details  of  caroases  and  offal  inspected  and  condemned  in  whole 
or  in  part  are  shown  in  the  following  table.

All  the  samples  tested  for  Tuberculosis  proved  negative  and  all 
of  these  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  were  satisfactory. 

During  the  year  several  adverse  sample  results  of  Methylene  Blue 
and  Phosphatase  tests  were  received  on  milk  from  one  producer.  The 
matter  was  taken  up  with  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and

20.  Inspection  of  Food  Handling  Premises. 

Frequent  routine  visits  have  been  made  to  all  food  premises,  with 
particular  regard,  to  food  hygiene.  8  notices  were  served  to  implement 
the  requirements  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  and  all  work  required 
was  satisfactorily  carried  out.  More  shops  have  installed  frozen  food 
cabinets  (display,  etc.)  and  in  general  a  good  standard  of  food  hygiene 
is  observed.
